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Council to hire safety engineer to solve intersection problems 


Intersection traffic control was the top item on 
the City Council agenda Tuesday evening, and after 
a considerable length of time, the council disposed 
of the item by passing a motion to hire a safety 
engineer to assess to intersections: Grandview and 
Auburn and Carter and Auburn. 

Mayor Pro Tern Clem Bartolai was the dissen¬ 
ting vote because he went along with Kev 
Tcharkhoutian’s report, based on Caltrans (Califor¬ 
nia Transportation Department) findings that stop 
signs at these two intersections are not necessary. 
Tcharkhoutian is director of public works. 

Mayor Gary Adams summed up opinions ex¬ 
pressed by several citizens: “Ask the safety engineer 
if stop signs can be placed at these corners in ques¬ 
tion. If not, why? What do we do to make the in¬ 
tersections safe?” 

Adams also urged the community to become in¬ 
volved by talking with the safety engineer when 
he/she is hired. 

Bartolai’s argument is based on a report, 
“Evaluation of Unwarranted Stop Signs,” which he 
had obtained and he quoted from the report, “Stop 
signs reduce speed only at the sign, then speed goes

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up”...“Stop signs are not an effective speed 
control”...“There will be an increased level of 
noise.” 

Tcharkhoutian’s report indicated that Caltrans 
has published a set of guidelines and requirements 
which indicate if an intersection is a candidate for 
traffic control devices such as a stop sign. These re¬ 
quirements are known as “Warrants” and have been 
developed using data spanning over 40 years. The 
manual states that a two-way stop is warranted at an 
intersection of a minor and major street. By the 
rules, those two intersections do not need stop signs 
for control, Tcharkhoutian explained. 

He suggested painting red curbs a distance of 70 
feet on Grandview and Carter on all four corners 
and relocating and realigning the stop sign pavement 
marking with a proiongation of the curb lines. 

He said that posting a 25 mph speed limit on 
Carter and restriping all existing school crossing 
markings would also remove the problems. 
Tcharkhoutian also suggested increasing traffic en¬ 
forcement and possibly looking into renting elec¬ 
tronic speed boards showing the speed of ap¬ 
proaching vehicles. 

His report asked that the City Council deny the 
requests for stop signs at both intersections.

Those Sierra Madre downtown buildings that 
have not been earthquake-proofed by August 1993, 
the deadline e.stablished by the URM (Unreinforced 
Masonry) ordinance adopted by the Sierra Madre 
City Council two years ago, may be tagged as poten¬ 
tially hazardous, said Steve Pock, Sierra Madre’s city 
building official. 

Pock said, “We don’t have a set solution” 
for those who have not complied by that date. He 
feels that there should be “an abatement process for 
dangerous buildings.” 

Thirty-six potentially hazardous URM buildings” 
remain and they include the following addresses: on 
North Baldwin Ave. - 12, 14, 18, 20, 22, 29, 31, 34, 
35, 41,43 and 45; and 25 South Baldwin Ave. 

Those on Kersting Court include: 1, 5, 7, 9, 11, 
15, 17and21.

A few weeks ago, Ashley, Lois Jenkins’ guide 
dog puppy in training, ran into her first major set¬ 
back. Sporting her green jacket, normally a “pass¬ 
port” that signifies her guide dog training status, 
Ashley confidently led Jenkins from the elevator to 
the 20th floor of a downtown Los Angeles office 
building. However, the legal offices Jenkins was visit¬ 
ing were on the 19th floor. As they attempted to re¬ 
turn to the 19th floor, a guard stopped Jenkins and 
said, “You can’t have a dog in the building.” 

Jenkins began explaining that it is “legal to bring 
guide dogs in training into any building,” but the 
guard was adamant. He told Jenkins bluntly, “No. 
You can’t go. You are not legally blind.” 

Meanwhile, a crowd had gathered around Jen¬ 
kins, Ashley and this very strict guard. Finally some¬ 
one in the crowd said, “Come on, Chester (for want 
of a better name), let her go. How’s she (Ashley) 
going to ieam to be a guide dog if she can’t do her jof’” 

Chester, the guard, turned to Jenkins and began 
explaining again, “If you were blind, I could let you 
go.” 

So someone in the crowd handed Jenkins a pair 
of sunglasses. The crowd was on Ashley’s side, but 
the guard stood his ground. In the end, Jenkins had 
to call a messenger to come down to the lobby where 
Chester the guard had banished them. Jenkins dis- 


Councilwoman MaryAnn MacGillivray asked 
when the traffic surveys, upon which the results were 
taken, had been done and Tcharkhoutian said 
“through the years, starting in 1985.” 

When asked his opinion. City Attorney Charles 
Martin said, “There is no easy answer. The city may 
not create a dangerous situation. If it follows street 
warrants (Caltrans rules) it will be safe. If not, you 
need the opinion of a traffic engineer. If you violate 
both the warrants and the opinion of traffic 
engineers, you will be in deep trouble.” 

It was at this point in the discussion that Ruth 
Teigler, who has been most verbal in this problem 
over the years, said, “Why not use a safety 
engineer?” That is ultimately what the council 
decided to do.

played a philosophical approach as she concluded 
her story by stating, “L.A. is a different ball of wax.”

Since that time, this 
female German Shepherd puppy, who was 4 months 
old July 28, has more than doubled in size. She now 
weighs 29'/z lbs. and stands at 18 inches. Although 
growing rapidly, she’s still small for her age, a con¬ 
cern, Jenkins says, since Ashley must have bone con¬ 
figuration and strength in the hips to tolerate the stress 
and strain of pulling on the harness by her master. 

Jenkins, a 13-year Sierra Madre resident who 
owns Jenkins Consulting, must “socialize” Ashley 
by taking her everywhere she goes. Ashley has so far 
visited Barlow and Associates law office, Kemper 
Securities brokerage firm, Sanwa Bank, the Sierra 
Madre News, Flagg’s Camera Shop and Don’s Hair 
Designs. She’s even visited with the Senior Vice Pres¬ 
ident of Kemper Securities. 

Ashley enjoys the weekly trip to Don’s Hair De¬ 
signs in Arcadia where she has “trained” all the patrons 
to pet her and give her goodies. But her favorite 
place is The News office where she follows editor Jan 
Reed around; however, she prefers Gayle Lichcr be¬ 
cause of the generous cookie stash in Licher’s desk. 
Jenkins says Ashley starts whining when they drive by 
The News’ office, in anticipation of a treat and a visit 
with her friends on the staff. 


Several others spoke, asking for a way to slow 
down traffic (Dan Eckstrom), “How about one-way 
parking?” (Linus Pakulski.) 

Mary Jane Pakulski stated that their son was 
almost killed at a Sierra Madre intersection and said, 
“This is an old problem. Painting curbs red and 
trimming back trees will not do it...It is time for the 
commuinity to stop denying problems and start do¬ 
ing something. We’re talking lives here tonight.” 

John Siglock said, “Convenience is a legal 
shield...Neither intersection is normal.” MayRee 
Mize stated that she and her neighbors had tried to 
get a four-way stop there for over three decades and 
Verna Chilton suggested that we talk more about 
Bartolai’s point system (to be discussed in next 
week’s paper). 


form Building Code requirements. 

They include 38 W. Sierra Madre Blvd., 14 E. 
Sierra Madre Blvd. and 22 E. Montecito. Those 
demolished include 14, 16, 18, 22 and 24 W. Sierra 
Madre Blvd. and 40 N. Baldwin. 

Buildings under structural rehab include 170 W.

People often say to Jenkins, “Oh, she’s so darl¬ 
ing, but I’m not supposed to pet her, am I?” While 
this is true of a guide dog, it is not true with a puppy 
in training. Jenkins encourages people to pet Ashley 
while she’s in her socialization phase. Petting gets 
Ashley used to people. During the last six months of 
her two-year training program. She’ll receive more 
rigid standards of behavior. 

But for now, she’s treated more like a pet. Or 
rather, like a celebrity. People know of Ashley and 
make a big fuss over her since The News article, and 
also seeing her with Jenkins around town. A man 
Jenkins didn’t know even approached her and excited¬ 
ly informed her that he’d seen Ashley at the Fourth 
of July Parade, but couldn’t get close enough to talk 
to them because of all the people petting Ashley. 

Ashley’s basic training is coming along nicely. 
She does well with the commands “come” and “sit,” 
but puppy curiosity sometimes overcomes her on “stay” 
and “down” commands. In guide dog training, 
Ashley is taught to sit before entering or leaving a 
door, but at this stage of training, puppy exuberance 
sometimes makes her barge right through. Jenkins 
is pleased that she’s learning to “potty” on command. 
However, accidents do happen. When they went to 
Flagg’s Camera Shop, they ended up standing in line 
a bit longer than usual. After their turn came and

Delmer still in coma 
following Aug. 1 crash 


Josh Delmer, 24, of Sierra Madre, will be 
moved this week out of ICU to a head trauma 
facility, said his sister, Dorana. Delmer was re¬ 
ported in critical condition, in last week’s edition 
of The News, following a one-car accident a week 
ago Saturday. 

He is in Antelope Valley Hospital. 

Dorana said that Josh is still unconscious 
and still on a respirator. Doctors are waiting for 
the swelling of his face and head to go down be¬ 
fore they venture a prognosis. 

“He looks good for what he’s been through. 
He seems to communicate through his blood 
pressure. His pressure goes up and down when 
you talk to him. We feel cheered by that. The 
doctors don’t say anything, however. He has 
stitches on his chin and three or four over an 


eye, and he has lots of road burn. We’re hope¬ 
ful. We’re waiting,” Dorana said. 

She reported that they had received many 
cards, letters, phone calls and that they appreciate 
those so much. She is making a book which in¬ 
cludes all the communications he has had from 
friends to give to Josh when he wakes up, she 
said. 

At about 5:45 p.m. Saturday, Aug. 1, his 
car swerved from the northbound side of the free¬ 
way and hit the center divider. Delmer was 
ejected from the front passenger window and 
was thrown 50 feet to the southbound side 
of the freeway, hitting his head. 

Josh was on his way to Lancaster from 
Sierra Madre. He works as a technician for 
Harry Hill Volvo in West Covina.

Carrot Top revisited...

Last week we talked about the outhouse. 
Remember? It’s that little building at the rear 
of your family’s property with the crescent moon 
high up on the left side. 

This little building had far more attention 
given to it than one would give at the mention of 
its name. Maintenance of this building was gen¬ 
erally done twice a year, during the late fall and 
again in the early spring, and it was generally 
done by someone who contracted for this work, 
„ . who would cpme during the dark of night and 
- by morning you would find white lime dust all 
*■' afdurid the building. ..... 

Someone asked me the other day why they 
generally maintained them in the late fall. My 
answer was “Halloween.” Now, Halloween 
was a scary time in life, but what in the world 
would this have to do with maintenance of an 
outhouse? 

For years it had been the tradition of the 
younger generation, say boys the age of 16-20, 
to go out on the night of Oct. 31 and tip over 
the outhouses. It was nothing to get up early 
on Nov. 1 and travel down the city’s alleyways 
^and find outhouse after outhouse turned over 
uid lying on its side, seldom smashed, unless 
they were old and decrepit. 

Early that morning the perpetrators, with 
all the business finesse possible, would come to 
your front door and ask to upright your out¬ 
house for a measley $5, and generally the con¬ 
tract was given to them. What else in the world 
could a homeowner do? The group generally 
garnered $40 to $50 the next morning, and 
everything was at rest until the next year. Time 
and time and time again the local police or citi¬ 
zens tried to catch the group, but they moved 
around in mysterious ways, sometimes splitting 


up, sometimes doing nothing but run down the 
alley, and then all at once strike, and the build¬ 
ing went over in a matter of seconds and then 
they scattered. 

My stepfather, a good heavy German man, 
vowed on this Halloween, he was going to catch 
at least one of the vandals, and by catching one, 
he would have a chance to get a confession to 
apprehend the rest. This night, he hid out in the 
bushes in the backyard. 

Here they came down the alley, squeaking 
and tee-heeing to themselves. Just as they were 
in the process of pushing our outhouse over, 
out jumped my stepdad. Something went awry, 
however, and he slipped and fell into the hole 
where the building stood, up to his knees. What 
a pickle of a mess. The neighbors were called 
in and it took them over an hour to get him out. 
I can still hear my dear mother saying, “Well, 
Harry, did you have to fall in?” to which he was 
very silent. 

Later on that evening, when everything 
was cleaned up and a home dug to bury his cloth¬ 
ing, my stepdad leaned over and wldspered to 
me so that no one else would hear, that he be¬ 
lieved there was a couple of half dollars in the 
pockets of his pants. If I wanted to retrieve them, 

1 could have them. I knew exactly where in that 
back yard lay two half dollars. It’s like having 
them in the bank without receiving any interest. 
Believe you me, I never did show any interest in 
those two half dollars. 

Lucky for dear old Dad, he had taken off 
his railroad watch before the incident, or this 
could have been mighty costly. Dad also had to 
get a professional to restore the building, as no 
one came around to do it for a price. I wonder 
why?

If you ask almost anyone in Sierra Madre, “Do 
you know Nancy Shollenberger?’’ they might answer, 
“I know a Nancy who has the Telephone Answering 
Service, but I don’t know her last name.’’ 

Everyone knows Nancy Shollenberger and they 
also know Herb, her husband. They see him almost 
every day in his taxi, huirying to pick up a passenger. 
Yes, they will tell you, they know and like the Shollen- 
bergers, and they like them very much. 

I met Nancy Shollenberger a few years ago when 
1 needed a public secretary. She greeted me with such 
warm friendliness that I liked her immediately, and, 
as she typed my letters, 1 looked at her more closely. 
Her whole appearance and manner gave me the im¬ 
pression of “here is a woman who is strong both men¬ 
tally and physically - one who would accomplish, 
honestly and efficiently, anything she undertakes to 
do.’’ 

As the years went by, 1 got to know Shollenberger 
very well as she related to me the story of her life. 
She was born in North Canton, Ohio. She quickly 
learned the meaning of “sharing,” for there were nine 
children in the family, and when her parents bought 
a bicycle, they all understood it was given for the 
whole family and not for the use of only one child. 

When she was IS, Shollenberger worked at part- 
time jobs while attending school. Sometime after 
graduating, she obtained a position as a secretary 
with Republic Steel. One of her bosses was Herb 
Shollenberger, who lost no opportunity entering the 


office where she worked. Their eyes would meet and 
there was instant attraction. They were married and 
this was the beginning of a true love story. Some love 
stories weaken when married life begins, but such was 
not the case with Nancy and Herb. 

Two years later, Diane was born and Nancy Shol- 
lenberger stayed home with her few 2‘/4 years when 
Herb was transferred to California. They liked Sierra 
Madre and bought a home here. Then, when Herb 
was laid, off, Nancy decided to help with the finances. 

There were several businessmen in Sierra Madre 
who could not afford a full-time secretary. She gave 
each man two hours of secretarial service daily and 
this brought their work up to date. 

Not long after this time, the owner of a business 
building who had one back room unoccupied, said 
to her, “There is apparently a need for a public steno¬ 
grapher in Sierra Madre, and, if you wish to take an 
office in my building, I will give you six months rent- 
free.” 

This offer was too good to reject, so Shollen¬ 
berger bought a typewriter for $250, an old desk 
and some chairs, and started her own secretarial ser¬ 
vice. 

Later, the owner of the building said, “There is 
no telephone answering service in Sierra Madre and 1 
believe there is a need for one.” So Shollenberger 
phoned the telephone company to find out the cost of 
the necessary equipment. Her heart sank when she 
was told $3900, but when they said she could pay for 
it on time, she took a chance. 

Shollenberger started her answering service with 
two customers, both who are still with her after 20 
years. Two has now grown to 70 customers. As an 
asset to this business, Shollenberger became a Notary 
Public and, as her busines grew, she bought a FAX 
machine.

they were leaving. Ashley left a puddle. Jenkins said 
to the clerk, “Oh dear, give me some paper towels,” 
and quickly cleaned up the mess before the owner, 
Mike, saw it. Although this was the only accident 
Ashley’s had, Pat Willis, owner of Abacus, who has 
new carpeting at their new location, was concerned 
when they visited. Seeing the look on Willis' face, 
Jenkins hurriedly told her, “I’ll take her out if she 
starts sniffing.” 

Meika, Jenkins other dog, continues establishing 
a pecking order with Ashley. Meika, a 6(X-lb. female 
poodle, has decided to “teach the little creep some 
manners.”

cil discussed the proposed URM mitigation ordinance 
and noticed a public hearing for Dec. 12, when the 
ordinance was adopted, based on the Los Angeles 
County Division 88 standards. The maximum period 
for complete rehabilitation was set for three years. 

In January 1990, the city developed and offered 
at no cost to the property owners a program that 
would document the size of the building and test the 
structural integrity of the Unreinforced Masonry walls. 

The program concluded that year in August and 
entailed Community Development Block Grant Funds, 
property owner notification, sign up bid packages to 
contract the testing and documentation of the test 
results from the contractor. 

Property owners of URM buildings were issued 


the Official Service Orders for Mandatory Compliance 
of Sierra Madre Municipal Ordinance 1059 which 
specified that the building owners had a three-year 
period in which to complete the rehab work. 

That set August 1993 as the completion date for 
the URM mitigation. 

When asked “What now?,” Pock said, “Those 
who don’t complete their earthquake rehab by August 
1993, will have that notification placed in their title, 
stating that their building is a URM building, that it 
is potentially hazardous and that these owners have 
not complied with the city ordinance. Then I will 
start the nuisance abatement procedure and the city 
administration will have to inform me of what I should 
do at that point.”

fendi further commented 
that, “Unification of the 
whole of mankind is the 
hallmark of the stage 
which human society is 
now approaching.

World unity is the goal 
towards which a harassed 
humanity is striving. Na¬ 
tion-building has come 
to an end.

A world, grow¬ 
ing to maturity, must 
abandon this fetish, recog¬ 
nize the oneness and 
wholeness of human re¬ 
lationships, and establish 
once for all the machinery 
that can best incarnate 
this fundamental principle 
of its life.”

One day, Jesus 
told a story about the way 
in which different people 
responded to Him and to 
His teachings.

The first soil was the 
hard pathway near the 
plowed field.

on this hard soil. Since 
the soil was hard-packed, 
the seed could not pene¬ 
trate and soon the birds 
came along and ate it. 

There were two other 
kinds of soil which re¬ 
ceived seeds but neither 
soil produced fruit. 

The fourth soil was re¬ 
sponsive and, not only 
did the seeds put down 
roots and send up shoots, 
but they also brought forth 
good fruit. This kind of 
response was what Jesus 
looked for as He taught 
the people. As you think 
about yourself, what kind 
of soil would you say you 
are?

The most famous of these 
firefighting companies is 
Red Adair’s which joined 
with many others in ex¬ 
tinguishing nearly 1(X)0 
raging oil well fires in the 
desert of Kuwait follow¬ 
ing the Desert Storm op¬ 
eration. 

Adair tells this story 
from his earlier days fight¬ 
ing blazes in the wildcat 
oil fields of Texas. He 
got a call to put out a big 
fire that had erupted on a 
new well, but his men and 
machines were almost to¬ 
tally tied up with other 
emergencies. He could 
only spare a skeleton crew, 
and they were not able to 
contain the fire. Adair 
offered $10,000 to any 
outfit that could handle 
the job. The call was re¬ 
ceived by a new company 
nobody knew anything 
about. 

That afternoon, the new 
guys came in like gang- 
busters, hanging off every 
side of a very old truck, 
careening toward the fire 
plume at breakneck speed. 


The'truck roared closer 
and closer to the flames, 
so close that Adair’s men 
couldn’t believe what they 
saw. Forward the truck 
came, screeching around 
a sharp turn and literally 
plowing right into the 
gushing oil that burned 
above at 1500 degrees. 

The men piled off the 
truck and worked like 
demons, beating the fire 
down with shovels of sand 
and anything else they 
could lay their hands on. 
In less than an hour the 
fire was out. Adair’s fore¬ 
man walked over to con¬ 
gratulate the foreman of 
the wildcatters, and asked 
him what his company 
was planning to do with 
the $10,000. The man 
wiped some oil from his 
eyes and said, “Well, first 
off, we’re going to fix 
the brakes on this truck!”

Radar guns: are they a risk? 


By Elizabeth Alvarado 

Like Ralph Schroder, 
you might be concerned 
about the use of traffic 
radar guns throughout 
the city of Sierra Madre, 
but after speaking with 
Chief of Police Bill Betts, 
we can rest our minds. 

Schroder, a resident of 
Sierra Madre since 1971, 
and a retired police officer 
of four years after serving 
on the San Marino Police 
force for eight years, 
was concerned about the 


city is buying a new traffic 
radar gun. 

Schroder, who attends 
practically every City 
Council meeting, was there 
when the vote was passed 
for the new gun. 

“The state of Connecti¬ 
cut,” Schroder said, “has 
banned hand-held radar 
guns throughout the en¬ 
tire state because of the 
possibility of cancer-re¬ 
lated health problems.” 

Five or six days after 
the council had passed the 
vote on the gun, Schroder 
found the article on the 
Connecticut ban in the 
Lxk Angeles Times. Sdiro- 
der brought the issue up 
at the next council meet¬ 
ing, but the purchase for 
the gun was already made. 

“How long did it take 
the Surgeon General warn¬ 
ing to be put on cigarettes 
because of no proven 
studies of cancer-related 
health problems? A long

time,” Schroder stated. 

Chief Betts was asked 
if he was aware of the 
Connecticut ban on radar 
guns, and he replied no, 
but stated, “I’m aware of 
Florida and Arizona hav¬ 
ing alleged allegations, 
stating certain police of¬ 
ficers say they have gotten 
cancer by sitting alt day 
holding the gun in their 
laps. 

“These allegations came 
out of attempts to get 
Workers’ Compensation 
against the jurisdiction, 
as well as retire early. As 
a result of these claims, 
numerous investigations 
were initiated, both by the 
manufacturers of the 
equipment, and several 
universities, two being 
in Chicago and Florida,”

the chief said. 

He continued, “These 
tests all show there is far 
less radar rays bouncing 
around from the officer, 
than in an everyday hoase- 
hold.” 

Before actually pur¬ 
chasing the gun. Chief 
Betts did his homework 
by talking with other 
police chiefs throughout 
L.A. County, with most 
of the precincts showing 
no damage from guns. 
Sierra Madre also relied 
upon studies done by man¬ 
ufacturers as well as a 
major study done by the 
University of Florida, 
Betts explained. 

“Sierra Madre is ob¬ 
viously concerned about 
its residents’ health prob¬ 
lems, about people with 
pacemakers,” Betts said. 
“But through these exten¬ 
sive research projects all 
we found is that the worst 
that can come of it is to 
catch someone speeding 
down Grandview.” 

He concluded, “We’ve 
had one radar gun since 
1%8 and never have we 
had one complaint stat¬ 
ing concern.” 

In the Aug. 11 issue of 
the Los Angeles Times 
there is a story concerning 
fear among police officers, 
citing radar guns as pos¬ 
sible cancer-causing devices. 

Connecticut passed the 
law banning use of hand¬ 
held radar guns and re¬ 
quiring that fixed units 
be mounted outside of the 
police car, the piece points 
out. 

It goes on to say that 
there is no evidence to 
support the police officers’ 
claims, according to the 
federal Centers for Disease 
Control.

Annette Phillips, a res¬ 
ident in the 800 block E. 
Longden, had requested 
that an area bordered by 
Boley St. on the north, 
Longden Ave. on the south, 
the properties along Doo¬ 
little Ave. on the east and 
the city boundary on the 
west be annexed to the city 
of Arcadia. Councilman 


Robert Harbicht said that 
he understood the reasons 
for such a request but 
that the cost exceeds any 
funds received. The coun¬ 
cil went on to vote 5-0 to 
deny the request. 

In other action, the 
council adopted ordinances 
having to do with bingo 
games, occupancy of pri¬ 
vate room rentals, pro¬ 
hibiting game machines 
in liquor stores and the 
Sept. 15 special election. 

A public hearing will 
be conducted on Aug. 18 
regarding setback and 
building height modifica¬ 
tions for a two-story dwell¬ 
ing in the first block W. 

I Lemon Ave. 

Presentations were 
made by the council to 
the Santa Anita Little 
League team sponsored 
by Dorn Realty which 
went undefeated during 
the regular season and in 
the District 17 tourna¬ 
ment, and to Jeff Johns, 
who served on the Park¬ 
ing Place Commission for 
eight years. 

Following public hear¬ 
ings, the council approved 
5-0 weed abatement charges 
on specific private proper¬ 
ties, and denied a build¬ 
ing code variance to keep 
the security gates and 
security bars which were 


unlawfully installed in the 
first block S. First Ave. 

The council also heard 
public comment regarding 
increased supervision, 
improved signage and a 
temporary kiosk from 
which literature could be 
distributed at Wilderness 
Park. 

A new administrative 
policy having to do with 
Wilderness Park will 
come before the council 
at its next regular meet¬ 
ing on Aug. 18. 

At the conclusion of the 
Aug. 4 meeting. Council¬ 
man Harbicht reported 
that Arcadia Police Chief 
Neal Johnson was the na¬ 
tional chairman of the 
Explorer Scout Commit¬ 
tee; Councilman Robert 
Margett discussed spend¬ 
ing $19,000 to partially 
landsc^ Arcadia Redevel¬ 
opment Agency projects 
at Second Ave. and Hunt¬ 
ington Dr. until they are 
sold; and Mayor Fasching 
said that “at no time are 
we going to be able to 
talk any more about what 
happened to Watts.” 
George Watts resigned as 
city manager after the 
council voted 4-1, with 
Harbicht casting the dis¬ 
senting vote, to seek new 
direction for the city with 
a new city manager.

Arboretum greenhouse is home 
to exotic plants, waterfalls 


By Eileen Ames 

You could be in South 
Africa, Hawaii, South 
America or any one of a 
hundred exotic places. 
But you’re not. You are 
in Arcadia, Calif., in the 
Tropical Greenhouse at 
the Los Angeles State 
and County Arboretum. 

Step inside the green¬ 
house. The morning air 
is cool and moist. The 
temperature ranges be¬ 
tween 60 and 90 F. degrees 
winter and summer. Lush 
ferns rise from volcanic 
rock on either side of a 
footpath. It meanders 
through a verdant mini¬ 
paradise. The ferns form 
a setting for the rare and 
delicate horticultural beau¬ 
ties which appear to have 
chosen this perfect habitat 
in which to thrive - with 
a little help. 

Sounds of falling water 
accompany the visitor. 
Two small waterfalls and 
a pond with tiny fish and 
water plants grace the 
diminutive forest. Look 
up and you will see cas¬ 
cades of silvery Spanish 
moss draped from the 
branches of a tree and a 
fascinating pitcher plant 
that has developed jug¬ 
like leaves to form dead¬ 
ly traps for unwary insects. 

Look right and left. 
You’ll see bromeliads, 
native to the Americas, 
taking their sustenance 
from the air. Heart- 
shaped flowers of anthur- 
iums in many shades of 
pink, white and red are 
reminiscent of Hawaii. 
There’s a moss covered 
turtle-shell plant (Dio- 
scorea macrostachys) at 
your feet, looking like a 
rock just emerging from 
its dormant phase, that 
stretches its new tendrils 
overhead. 

Waist high and taller 
are colorful crotons whose 
crimson, gold and green 
leaves compete with any 
blossom in beauty. There 
are ti plants, brilliant in 
taupe and shocking pink, 
bronze and red. Vanilla 
orchids and cacao trees 
(the source of chocolate) 
flourish here among their 
tropical neighbors to add 
interest and complete the 
picture. 

Behind all this magic 
are Earl Ross, curator of 
orchids; Julie Norman, 
assistant plant nursery 
worker; and a committee 
of trained volunteers un¬ 
der the chairmanship of 


Gordon Smith, a veteran 
volunteer from Pasadena. 

Most popular among 
visitors are the orchids. 
Spectacular in spring, 
there are always blooming 
specimens on display, no 
matter what the season. 

“People come in and 
ask, ‘Where are the or¬ 
chids?”’ says Julie Nor¬ 
man. “They are thinking 
only of the cattleya var¬ 
ieties used in making cor¬ 
sages.” But there are 
more than 24,000 species 
of orchids growing wild 
throughout the world, and 
at least 10 times as many 
hybrids. 

Originally designed by 
county engineers and built 
in 1973, the Tropical Green¬ 
house has been expanded 
by Norman, who joined 
the staff almost'' . years 
ago. As a stuaent, she 
had participated in the 
internship program at the 
Arboretum. She received 
her degree in ornamental 
horticulture from Cal 
Poly, Pomona. While in 
college, she attended Mas¬ 
sey University in New 
Zealand as part of a stu¬ 
dent exchange program. 

After graduation, Nor¬ 
man worked for Arm¬ 
strong Garden Centers 
before accepting her cur¬ 
rent position at the Los 
Angeles State and County 
Arboretum. 

Cathy Cathcart of Clare¬ 
mont, an Arboretum vol¬ 
unteer for 22 years who 
formerly led tours for 
school-age children, has 
volunteered in the green¬ 
house for the past three 
years. Like her fellow 
tropical greenhouse vol¬ 
unteers, she greets visitors 
and conducts a mini-tour 
of the facility, providing 
information and answer¬ 
ing questions while keep¬ 


ing a watchful eye on the 
fragile plants. 

Many of the plants, 
some cycads for example, 
are endangered and are 
being raised in the Ar¬ 
boretum’s propagation 
greenhouse. Others, such 
as the Brighamia citrina 
from Hawaii, must be 
pollinated by hand be¬ 
cause insects, which nor¬ 
mally do the job, are ex¬ 
tinct. In the wild natural¬ 
ists rappel down the face 
of cliffs to perform this 
task. 

At the Arboretum the 
display of exotic plants 
is constantly changing. 
Between appearances in 
the display greenhouse, 
plants are tended in one 
of the garden’s many green¬ 
houses - there are five for 
orchids alone. Rare speci¬ 
mens are raised under 
state-of-the-art conditions 
for sale in the gift shop 
and at other Arboretum 
sales. Purchasers include 
members of the Orchid 
Society and other exotic 
plant hobbyists. 

The Tropical Green¬ 
house is a highlight of 
Arboretum tours, guided 
and self-guided, for school 
children and adults. As 
such it is featured in the 
“Discover the Arboretum” 
program offered to pros¬ 
pective volunteers in the 
fall and spring and in the 
intensive training for 
school field trip leaders 
early in the year.

Single car crash 
fatal to three 


A single car traffic col¬ 
lision at the intersection 
of Huntington Dr. and 
Holly Ave. in Arcadia 
claimed the lives of three 
people in the early morn¬ 
ing hours of Sunday 
morning. 

Cuong Khuu, a 27-year- 
old resident of Alhambra, 
was pronounced dead at 
the scene, and two other 
passengers in the back seat 
were burned beyond recog¬ 
nition, reported Capt. 
Dave Hinig of the Arcadia 
Police Department. 

A fourth passenger, 26- 
year-old Wendy La of Al¬ 
hambra, was treated by 
paramedics at the scene 
and then transported to 
Methodist Hospital where 
she remained in serious 
condition on Monday. 
Both Khuu and La were 
ejected from the vehicle 
on impact. 

A witness reported see¬ 
ing a 1992 Lexus travel¬ 
ing westbound on Hunt¬ 
ington Dr. at a high rate 
of speed. As the vehicle 


approached Holly Ave., 
it failed to negotiate a 
slight curve in the road¬ 
way and sending the car 
sideways as it brushed the 
curb, struck a signal pole 
on a center median. The 
impact split the automobile 
into three pieces, or as 
Hinig said, it “shredded” 
the car. 

The front part of the 
vehicle was sent 163 feet 
from the signal pole, end¬ 
ing up in the eastbound 
lanes of Huntington Dr., 
and the rear portion was 
sent 56 feet, ending up in 
the westbound lane of 
Huntington Dk. 

The impact also caused 
the fire which was fatal 
to the rear seat passengers. 

The accident occurred 
at approximately 2:41 a.m. 
on Sunday and caused the 
closure of the Hunting¬ 
ton/Holly intersection for 
approximately seven hours. 

The cause of the acci¬ 
dent is under investigation 
by the Arcadia PD.
